Queen Presbyterian, the Bifhopstura bloody 
Coats, and the Low Churchmen Rogues, jut 
as the High Churchmen do; he votes for the 
Tackers, runs about among his Tenants and 
Neighbours, in #—Jbire, to make Voices for 
a 4/—and a H—, and makes Benefices 
when they are Declar’d. 

And what is the Englif of all this Greek, 
and Hebrew, in Poljticks, if this Man did 
not fee that the Intereft of Tackers had
